RESOLUTIONS COMITTEE. 


The committtee on resolutions held 


its first meeting and organized 
by 


electing ex-Govei nor Luce, of Michi- 
gan, chairman, and Ralph M. Easley, 
secretary. It was decided to name a 
sub-committee of five to receive and 
consider resolutions that might 
be 


piesented and leport to a general, 
committee. 


The morning session drew a large 


audience, but the program was over- 
shadowed by the announcement that 
in the evening William J. Bryan, of 
Nebraska, and W. Bourke Cockran, 
of New Yoik, would speak from the 
snme platform. 


The political prominence of the two 


orators gave rise to a general feeling 
that the night session 
would be of 


more political than economic interest. 


Louis r. Post, the New York advo- 


cate of the single tax, was the first 
speaker today. 


His address was enthusiastically 


cheered. 


Mr Post analyzed 
the trusts as, 


first, those that are mere combina- 
tions of competitive business. 


"Those would be beneficial," 
he 


said, "but do not exist." According 
to the speaker the real trusts rest up- 
on monopoly. The trust question is 
at the bottom of the monopoly ques- 
tion. Trusts are buttressed by the 
protection, or have 
direct 
special 


privileges, like railways, or peculiar 
advantages. 
In 
the last analysis 


tiusts cannot be perpetuated unless 
they come to own the natural sources 
of supply and distribution—the land. 


"Abolish the tariff," he 
declared, 


•'abolish all monopolies that can be 
abolished, take public highways for 
public use. and collect from landown- 
eis the annual value of their special 
advantages—do that, and you put an 
end to the trust. You cannot do it 
in any other way." 


Thomas J. Morgan, of Chicago, fol- 


lowed on "The Trust From the Social- 
ist Point of View." 


Henry 
White, secretary 
of 
the 


United Garment Workers of America, 
followed. 


AN ASSAULT UPON RIGHTS. 
M. M. Garland, billed to speak on 


"An lion and Steel Worker's View 
of Combinations," and E. E. Clark, 
grand chief of the Order of Railway 
Conductors, were not present when 
Chairman Howe called their names, 
and John W. Hayes, secretary of the 
Knights of Labor, was called. 
He 


said: 


"I maintain that these great com- 


binations are an assault upon the in- 
herent and constitutional rights of 
the citizens: that the real and vital 
advantage to be gained is the des- 
potic control over labor. 


"Violence is not the only means of 


making conquests and enslaving the 
people, and it can be proved beyond 
any question that the methods of tht 
trusts are the mthods of the invader 
and the ends to be accomplished by 
the instigators of the trusts .ire ex- 
actly those intended to be accom- 
plished by arms directed by military 
genius. 
Tfking this view of the 


trusts, I assert that they are the ene- 
mies of society and as such should 
be destroyed. 


PURPOSES PURELY SELFISH. 
"The trust being an aggressive 


combination for purely selfish ob- 
| jects, attacks the indiv idual, and by 
overthrowing 
his 
mutual 
rights 


seizes upon his field of opportunity 
and production. 
This field having 


been 
conquered 
and 
the 
trusts 


"In the midst of greater concentra- 


tions of wealth and the vast develop- 
ment of industry it behooves 
the 


workers to more ceaselessly than ever 
devote their energies to organized 
labor and counteract the effect which 
otherwise their helpless and unpro- 
tected condition would have upon 
them. 


"Organized and alert the workers 


cannot fail to lighten and shorten 
labor hours and lengthen life by 
constant and persistent effort, and 
make the world better for our hav- 
ing lived in it." 


Mr. Gompers was loudly applauded. 


The conference then recessed until 3 
o'clock.

At the church, the casket was pre- 


ceded down the aisle by Bishop Pot- 
ter and Dr. Greer, the bishop reciting 
the first sentences of the Episcopal 
service, beginning "I am the resur- 
rection and the life."

insist that trusts are very good 
things, as well as an inevitable phase 
of a new stage of industrial progress 
in this country. 
The foes of the 


trusts are equally as radical. The 
result is likely to be that partisans 
in the ranks will keep their allegi- 
ance where it has already been be- 
stowed. We do not think, however, 
that the great mass of the people are 
likely to be weaned from their antag- 
onism to trusts, no matter how plaus- 
ibly the trust advocates may present 
theii case. Few, comparatively, are 
ready to accept the principle that the 
inconceivably vast business interests 
of this country should be turned over 
to a few immensely capitalized cor- 
porations. That necessaries may be 
made a trifle cheapei to consumers 
will not be regarded as a compensa- 
tion for the destruction of individual 
initiative, for the evolution of this 
country fiom a nation of independ- 
ents with fair and equal opportuni- 
ties to n nation of dependents with 
no prospect higher than mere em- 
ployment at wages. The people are 
not leady to accept that condition. 
If individualism is to be destroyed. 
then the people will not be slow to 
pionounce that they favoi socialism 
to feudalism. There is more to be de- 
sired than merely getting life's nec- 
essaries at the lowest possible price. 
We do not want men and women and 
bociety to become cheap and depend- 


ent. 
We do not want the next gener- 


ation to open its eyes upon a hfe des- 
titute of oppoitunity. 
We do not 


want the country left to the mercy 
of a few gieat corporations. There is 
danger in it. 
The law may be pre- 


sumed to interevene, but interests so 
powerful as to seize control of all 
business may also in time come to 
control the law. The trusts will be 
in the campaign next yeai and fhe 
people will have theii 
say 
upon 


them.

It is said that as Admiral 
Dewey is nearing the United States 
the opportunity to have a meeting 
of the full Philippine commission, of 
which he is a member, is one that 
should not be lost, and the report that 
may be expected to sum up their 
work will be indispensable to con- 
gress in its efforts at legislation for 
the islands. 
No statement can be

commission, but it is not regarded as 
probable that it will return to the is- 
lands, at least not without a consid- 
erable change in personnel. The re- 
call of Messrs. Denby and Worces- 
ter will leave General Otis the sole 
representative of the commission in 
the Philippines.

pushed a boat over for the next to 
follow. 
We were fully dressed and 


Batson's leggins became unfastened 
before he reached the opposite shore, 
causing him to go under. I reached 
land ahead of him and succeeded in 
getting him out. 


"I am now occupying a great house 


which was formerly the insurgent 
headquarters. 
In it were found all 


the brass work and instruments of an 
insurgent tug captured yesterday by 
our gunboat. 


"Mrs. Lawton was In a boat in the 


bay during the taking of the town. 
The boat was hit 
frequently 
by 


sharpshooters on '-Shore, but no one 
was hurt. A dozen Spanish officers, 
non-commissioned officers and pri- 
vates ran to us upon our arrival on 
shore and hugged us in the streets.

Kamphius was en- 
gaged in

boxes upon some cars. They had 
placed one of the box lids, a heavy 
steel affair, about eight feet square 
and two feet in depth, edgewise in a 
gondola car, leaving Kamphues there 
to steady it, while the rest of the 
party brought up the main box pre- 
paratory to hoisting it also into the 
car. As they were adjusting 
the 


hListing crane, one of 
the 
chains 


caught upon the tank lid and in- 
stantly the heavy piece fell forward 
upon Kamphues, pushing him down 
against the sideboard of the car. 


His companions instantly went to 


his relief, removed him from beneath 
the tank and carried him into the 
machine room, where he lived only 
ten minutes. 


Dr. C. E. Barnett, the acting coro- 


ner, was summoned to the works, 
where he viewed the remains and the 
scene of the accident, and ordered the 
body removed to the undertaking es- 
tablishment of Shone & Vieth, where 
it is being prepared for burial. 


A further examination of the body 


revealed the fact that the breast was 
crushed in and the back broken just 
below the lower extremity of the 
shoulder blades. 


John Kamphues was about thirty- 


eight years old and unmarried. 
He 


made his home with a widowed 
mother and sister, Mrs. Henry Hil- 
ker, of 54 Hendricks street. Be- 
sides these two relatives, the de- 
ceased leaves two brothers, Joseph

EFFORTS OF THE COMMISSION 


TO BRING AN END TO THE WAR 


IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


New York, Sept. 15.—A special to 


the World from Ithaca, N. Y., says: 
Your correspondent is able to say on 
authority that the Shurman peace 
commission offered every possible in- 
ducement short of absolute self gov- 
ernment to Aguinaldo and his fol- 
lowers. Aguinaldo was promised, us 
the price for the restoration of place 
in the Tagalos tribe, a bonus of more 
than $5,000 a year while the Tag- 
alos remained peaceful. He was told 
that he could choose men from his 
tribe for the minor municipal offices. 
The commission, went so far as to 
promise Aguinaldo the moral sup- 
port Hf the United States govern- 
ment, if such were needed to make 
his leadership of the. Tagalos. thor- 
oughly Mcure. 


With nil these inducements, tempt- 


ing as they must have been, Agui- 
naldo, as the recognized head of the 
insurgent movement, declined to 
yield. He insisted upon immediate 
self-government and as his insist- 
ence was so firm as to make an agree- 
ment impossible, the American com- 
missioners ceased negotiations. 


President Schurman was frank in 


telling your correspondent a day or 
two ago that he favored giving to the 
various tribes the largest possible 
measure of home rule at the earliest 
moment. 
Be thought the several 


tribes could administer their local 
affairs, elect their municipal officers, 
establish cdurts and 'penal institu- 
tions, a judiciary, etc., but he did not 
believe it possible to allow the na- 
tives to participate in the general 
government. 


"How 
could they govern the islands 


in view of the heterogeneity and mul- 
tiplicity of tribesf" h« asktd.

men, socialists, advocates of the sin- 
gle tax theory, and students of polit- 
ical economy were heard today at the

movement, they should take a more 
comprehensive view of the situation, 
and try to make better friends of the 
organized wage-earners thnu they 
have in the past.

"abolish all monopolies that can be 
abolished, take public highways for 
public use, and collect from landown- 
ers the annual value of their special 
advantages—do that, and you put an 
end to the trust. You cannot do it 
in any other way."

We do not think, however, 
that the great moss of the people are 
likely to be weaned from their antag- 
onism to trusts, 110 matter how plaus- 
ibly the trust advocates may present 
their case. Few, comparatively, ore 
ready to accept the principle that the 
inconceivably vast business interests 
of this country should be turned over 
to a few immensely capitalized cor- 
porations. That necessaries may be 
made a trine cheaper to consumers 
will not be regarded as a compensa- 
tion for the destruction of individual 
initiative, for the evolution of this 
country from a nation of independ- 
ents with fair and equal opportuni- 
ties to a nation of dependents with 
no prospect higher than mere em- 
ployment at wages. 
The people are 


not ready to accept that condition. 
If individualism is to be destroyed, 
then the people will not be slow to 
pronounce that they favor socialism 
to feudalism. There is more to be de- 
sired than merely getting life's nec- 
essaries at the lowest possible price. 
We do not want men and women and 
society to become cheap and depend- 
ent. 
We do not want the next gener- 


ation to open its eyes upon a life des- 
titute af opportunity. We do not 
want the country left to the mercy 
of a few great corporations. There is 
danger in it.

powerful as to seize control of all 
business may also in time come to 
control the law.

We were fully dressed and 


Bntsbii's leggins became unfastened 
before he reached the opposite shore, 
causing him to go under. I reached 
land ahead of him nnd succeeded in 
getting him out. 


*'I am now occupying a great house 


which was forirferly the insurgent 
headquarters. In it were found all 
the brass work and instruments of an 
insurgent tug captured yesterday by 
our gunboat.' 


"Mrs. Lawton was In a boat in the 


bay during the taking of the town,

sharpshooters on '-'shore, but no one 
wns hurt. A dozen Spanish officers,

shore and hugged us in the streets. 
They were delirious with joy. Many 
cf them were taken to Manila in Gen- 
eral Lawton's launch. 


"General Hall has come ashore, has

rather be what the insurgents call a 
'pirate' and sail Laguna bay on our 
cascoes. < I hope to be relieved by 
other .troops.in order that we may 
resume our piratical habits."

John Kaniphues met with an acci-

against the sideboard of the car. 


His companions instantly went to 


bis relief, removed him from beneath 
the tank and carried him into the 
machine room, where he lived only 
ten minutes. 


Dr. C. E. Barnett, the acting coro- 


ner, was summoned to the works, 
where he'viewed the remains and the 
scene of the accident, and ordered the 
body removed to the undertaking es- 
tablishment of Shone & Vieth, where 
it is being prepared for burial. 


A further examination of the body 


revenled the fact that the breast was 
crushed in and the back broken just 
below the lower extremity of the 
shoulder blades. 


John Kamphues was about thirty-
